Carson Appeal from Sheridan today 
announces the murder of John Bowers 
The deed was committed by Dan Bar- 
ber 
It was the result' of a quarrel 


brought about by remarks made oy 
Bowers regarding Barber's sister. Bar- 
ber shot Bowers twice with a revolver, 
once through' his 
head 
and 
once 


through the breast, causing almost in- 
stant death 


The crime was committed on the Dan 


Palmer ranch this morning 
Soon af- 


terwards Barber made his way 
to 


Genoa and surrendered 
He is now In 


charge of the sheriff of Douglas county 


Both men had been employed as la- 


borers on the Palmer farm 
Mr Pal- 


mer, the dead man and the murderer 
are colored 
Barber has been looked 


upon as .simple minded and his fre- 
quent quarrels received but little at- 
tention, those who knew him believing 
he was harmless 


Mr Palmar, owner of the ranch, is 


one of the pioneers of the Carson Val- 
ley. 
He has lived in this section of 


the state for the past fifty years and 
Is quite well fixed financially 
He is 


a respected citizen and enjoys the con- 
fidence of every resident In the county 


With not more than a dozen people 


in Reno having knowledge of the fact, 
Lev! Weber, the black fiend, who on 
the morning of January 
20th 
last, 


crawled thiough a window in 
tho 


Harper home on West -Second street, 
axe in hand and murder in his heart 
and attempted to beat out the brains of 
Mrs James Harper, was brought to 
Reno, pleaded guilty to a charge of 
attempt to murder and was sentenced 
to fourteen yeais In the penitentiary 
Within ten minutes after his arrival 
in Reno he was again on his way to 
puson and by this time is safely be- 
hind the walls that will retain him for 
the next ten years at least.

OT the least amusing-, althouglt a rather unimportant 


development of the internal situation of Russia Is 


the announcement that the reporters of the St Petersburg 
papers have stiuck for an increase of salary The boys have 
formally demanded an increase fiom five to six copeks ppr 
line, or from two and one-half to three cents In American 
money 


Without expressing an opinion as to reporters' unions 


at this time, the Salt Lake Herald believes six copeks is 
little enough for a reporter on a St Petersburg newspaper 
•where all-the good stories must be passed up or printed at 
the risk of a sojourn in chill Siberia In this country the 
reporter's, chief danger Is a peisonal conflict with some 
criminal, crooked public official or supei-sensitive citizen 
wnose feelings may have been ruffled by the treatment he 
is subjected to by the reporter 
In an 
encounter of 


this rature the reporter has at least some litle chance of 
emerging with credit and he has the assurance that his 
paper, if reputable and wisely managed -will "back him 
up" so long as he conducts his work along legitimate lines 


But In St Petersburg' Ah, that s something different' 


The reporter might carelessly note that High Admiral 
Chopoffsky exceeded the speed limit on the Nevsky Pros- 
pekt, an offense for which a Mujik named Hanksmithsky 
got two yeais last week 
The statement would be harm- 


less enough heie 
The admiral might telephone a kick 


to the office and would be beautifully cared for in a flve- 
inch roast on th\s editorial page next morning but things 
are different in Russia 
There the reportei s 
humble 


home would be invaded that night by some two-scoie 
agents of the Third Section and Mr Reportei would pass 
from history just there 


Not even his own paper would dare insert a personal 


to the effect that he had accepted a peimanent position 
with the go\ eminent in Sakhatien because Russian edi- 
tors know what happens to editors who get gay It would 
all be ovei 
Nothing moie doing 


And the Russian leporter is not at libeity to rough- 


house a compiomising interview Irom. the other party's

intendent, who maintains it was due to 
"shortening" the circuit. . The strikers 
state they had nothing to do with it. 
A half hour later the lights in the 
lower section of the city went out from 
the same cause.' About 10 o'clock the 
block comprising Second, Sierra, Com- 
mercial Row and Virginia streets, went 
out from the same caus-e. Every ef- 
fort was made to capture the men do- 
ing the work, but without success. 


The strike,-so far as can be learned, 


is as far from settled as ever.
